DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Feb. 16, 2005 have not been entered 
because the claims have not been limited to the elected invention. 

2. Applicants argument that the examiner only examined a subset of the claims. 

Please note that, it has been clearly explained in the record that the restriction is based on 
an election of species with explicit provision by applicants of the scope reading on the elected 
compound. Applicants elected compound 8555 on page 33 with a 10 page convoluted 
explanation of how the generic claims can be made to read on the species without traverse (see 
election dated Aug. 18, 2004). Based on applicant's 10 page convoluted explanation the elected 
scope was examined. There is no good reason why search needs to be extended beyond the 
election. Especially, beyond the election, at least the pyrrolidinyl compounds have already been 
allowed. 

Applicants are urged to consult MPEP §812.01 for propriety of Quayle action when no 
traverse was made. 

3. The reply filed on Feb. 16, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
the claims are not limited to the elected invention being allowable under Ex parte Quayle. See 
37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
